AGAINST VOTE BUYING

Not to Sell Franchise.

May 3.—The fiiemen 
employed on the 
eastern 
railroads 
have followed the example of the en­ 
gineers and made a demand for an 
increase in pay. As the railroad man­ 
agers figured it out hastily yesterday, 
the demands of the firemen, if grant­ 
ed, applying to 14,000 locomotives, 
would mean a very large increase to 
the expenses of the railroads 
The 
engineers asked for about $8,COO,OOO. 
The organization of the firemen, 
I the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire­ 
men and Enginemen, have submitted 
their demands through their presi­ 
dent, W. S. Carter, c r Peoria, to J. C. 
Stuart, vice president of the Urie rail­ 
road and chairman of the conference 
committee of the fifty railioads in the 
district east of Chicago and north of 
the Ohio river. 
The district covers 
the same territory affected by ihe en­ 
gineers* demands. 
Among the things the firemen ask 
in addition to more pay is that there 
shall be an assistant fireman on coal- 
burning freight locomotives. 
Th^y 
also ask to be relieved of cleaning 
engines. 
The railroad managers will meet at 
once to consider the firemen's de­ 
mands.

The demands were formulated at a

freight services and on switch en­ 
gines and for hostlers and helpers on 
electric engines. They also call for a 
day’s work of ten hours or less on 
runs of IOO miles or less. 
The stip­ 
ulation in this latter respect is that 
all mileage in less than 
IOO miles 
made in ten nours, shall be paid for 
at mileage rates. 
The men ask also that firemen held 
at other than a home terminal shall 
be paid continuous time after the ex­ 
piration of fifteen hours 
from 
the 
time they register off duty. 
The clause in the demands calling 
for assistant firemen specifies that 
these men shall be employed on coal- 
burning locomotives, the freight, ser­ 
vice and that the assistant shall aid 
the regular fireman in the prescribed 
duties incident to the firing of J? loco­ 
motive.

Hebrew can receive proper care.

Twelve thousand persons deprived 
of all means of subsistence, are en­ 
camped in a starving 
condition 
on 
he grounds of 
the 
sultan’s palace. 
They are without shelter or regular 
provisions of food. 
From thirty to 
forty die every day of starvation. 
Europeans were killed 
in consid­ 
erable numbers. 
They 
were pelted 
v*th stones and 
then 
their 
heads 
vc re cut off and carried 
away 
on 
tikes. Many were buried alive. Fr. 
Fabie, a Franciscan 
friar, 
suffering 
death In this way.

PROBLEM FOR THE SCIENTIST 


How May the Energy of th© Sun, at 
Present Largely Wasted, Be Util­ 
ize! to Advantage? 


The enormous energy which is con­ 
stantly poured out by the sun is al­ 
most past the comprehension of the 
lay mind. 
Measurements have showrn that on a 
clear sunny day the sun transmitted 
to the earth energy 
which 
corres­ 
ponded to about 7,000-horsepower per 
acre. 
At present all that is practical­ 
ly wasted. 
Attempts have from time 
to time been made to utilize this enor­ 
mous supply of energy, but not with J 
any great measure of success. 
If peo­ 
ple only knew how to harness it they 
could, at the expense of lowering the 
temperature of the earth by a degree 
or so, obtain all the power necessary 
to perform the work of the world. Only 
about three fifths of the energy sent to 
the earth from the sun is appreciable 
to the eye as light. 
If the sun were 
twice as hot as it is, four-fifths would 
be appreciable in that way, and if it 
were still hotter the whole of the en­ 
ergy would afreet 
the eye 
as light. 
Radiant energy is not heat; that is, 
the energy of the sun does not reach 
the earth in the form of heat. 
It Is 
not heat at all until It falls on bodies 
whose temperature can be raised. 
It 
might rather be called electricity; in 
fact, it is a form of electricity, for all 
the methods used to detect and meas­ 
ure radiant energy depend upon ab 
sorbing it and 
transforming 
it into 
heat.

W hat is the meaning of 
the word “hell” or as the marginal 
reading gives it “TARTARUS,” which 
is the Greek word translated “hell?” 
(C. V. B.) 
Answer.—The translators of the Re­ 
vised Version of the Scriptures erred 
when they plated in the marginal read­ 
ings the won! u tat an te,” for th at is not 
the word contained in the original 
Greek manuscripts. The word tartaroo, 
used by Peter, very closely resembles 
tart a rue, a word used in Grecian my­ 
thology as the name for a dark aby*? 
or prison. Rut the word tartaroo seems 
to refer us more to an act than to a 
*ince. The fall of the angels who sin­ 
ned was from honor and dignity, into 
dishonor and condemnation, and the 
thought seems to be—“God spared not 
the angels who sinned, but degraded 
them, and delivered them into chains of 
darkness.” 
This is the only place in 
the Scriptures where this word tartaroo 
occurs, and refers to the condition of 
the fallen angels or evil spirits, and 
not to the members of the human race 
In any sense or particular. See Judo 6, 
where it also reads, “the angels which 
kept not their first estate, but left their 
own habitation, He hath reserved in 
igc-lastirg 
chains,

Anarchist. 
The bandits were shot to death at 
a garage at Choisy-La-Roi, six miles 
south of Paris, while 10,000 persons 
watched the battle. 
After the bandits had kept the po­ 
lice and soldiers at bay 
for hours, 
The garage in which the refugees had 
Uken refuge was blown up with dy­ 
namite. 
Bon not t and Dubois 
were trapped 
lr the building after wounding two 
policemen.

dispatched to aid

police, com­ 
posed of gendarmes, republic guards

his history. Guess I’ll tell it, anyway. 
I presume you know that maggots are 
“baby flies” and the places where 
maggots are lound are the breeding 
places for flies. 
About 90 p?r cent of the eggs are 
laid in the manures 
about 
barns, 
alo u t 6 per cent in the vaults of 
water closets, cess pools, etc., and the 
other 4 per cent in any otht r filth 
the fly can find, such as dead car­ 
casses, garbage and sores on animals. 
The fly lives as a maggot for about 
seven days, when it transforms into a 
fly and, with all its filth clinging to 
it, it seeks our homes in search of 
food, as it is always both thirsty and 
hungry, and wherever the fly gets it 
alights on our food or our bodies, and 
leaves its filth to poison us. 
If Mr. Fly falls into our cup of cof­ 
fee and the bath is too hot, he loses 
his life and we lose our coffee, but— 
if he falls into the cream we lift him 
out tenderly, but he leaves his filth 
in the cream that we cannot get out. 
We throw out the coffee, but do not 
throw' out t h / cream (or that is the 
common custom), but from the point 
of health it would be less dangerous 
to reverse the process—throw' out the 
cream and drink the coffee, as the 
cream is a good bacteria culture me­ 
dium. and the hot coffee not only 
burned the fly, but killed tile the 
germs as well. 
But it is both dan­ 
gerous and nasty to use either. 
Typhoid fever and nearly all other 
bowel troubles come on us by the dis­ 
ease Wing carried from privy vaults 
and cess pools to the food we eat, and 
the carrying is done by the common 
housefly. 
Consumption, catarrh and 
such diseases are largely due to the 
housefly. 
When a fly is with you at the table, 
sharing your dinner, tasting your pie, 
walking on your beefsteak, sipping 
the milk or cream from the ^dge of 
the glass or pitcher, just imagine 
where he may have been. 
Flies are fond of the mucus that 
comes from human organs d;aeased 
with catarrh or tuberculosis. 
These 
people so afflicted may have coit on 
the walk and Mr. Fly has feasted up­ 
on it, or, like as not, some animal 
may have been near, and uren it 
were open sores upon which Mr. Fly 
had been feeding, or he may have 
come from some 
dead 
carcass 
or 
some water c’oset vault. 
If you think of these things you 
will certainly not put up with flies. 
They are the nastiest creatures in the 
universe.
